scope of the claim. JsxExparte Skuballth 12 USPQ2d 1570 (Bd. Pat. App. & biter. 1989). 
Clearly> when read in hght of the supporting disclosure, which is found is paragraph 25 of the 
present application* one of ordinary sldll in the art would readily understand the scope of such 
terms.
